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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the admitted prior art 
cannot be discussed because the rejection did not provide citation to the admitted prior art. The examiner points to the phrases, 
"Cobbley et al. (Abstract. Fig. 4C) and the admitted prior art (paragraph 0008 of the instant specification teach that stacking of 
semiconductor elements improves the packing density..." and "...because Cobbley et al. and the admitted prior art show that the packing 
density can be increased to decrease the size of the semiconductor board" in the second paragraph of page 3 of the final rejection. 
Regarding the rejection to the claims, applicant argues each of the references separately rather than arguing the references as combined. 
This is unpersuasive because it is the references as combined that are being used to reject the claims. None of the references alone 
show all of the instantly claimed invention, but taken together they show all of the limitations. Applicant also argues the order in which 
the references attach the elements, adhesive, and base material, but the claims do not require any particular order. Unless otherwise 
specified with a limitation to the contrary, steps in a method claim can be performed in any order that creates the final product. 
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
